Whereas much excitement has prevailed throughout onr bounds upon the 
Indian Question, we recognize the importance and difficulties of this interest. 
As & people in darkness and in death, they are around and among us. Diffi- 
cult as the question is, the interests of the settler have to be harmonized with 
that of the benighted 8avage. 


We can have but little 8ympathy with the present system of dealing with 
the Indian, unless the Government will do more perfectly what it professes. 
That is, when bounds are established, not only give the supplies necessary to 
keep the Indian within these bounds, but the military force required to com- 
pel compliance with the regulations of the Government. 

To the better accomplishment of this, we would most heartily indorse the 
plan of Gen. O. O. Howard in the consolidation of the scattered regervations 
to one or two great ones; keeping them under the watch and care of the church. 


We cannot join with the rabble and say, ©* no good can ever come of 
Christian effort among the Indians.” 


To refate this we may but point to the marked results of Father Wilbur's 
labors among this fallen, fallen people. 


We may 8ay, but a generation has passed since the 8eeds of truth were 

$ first 8cattered among the Indians of the North-West, and yet many give un- 
doubted evidence that the seeds strewn by faithful hands, have fallen on good 

80il, and 80me of the lugcious fruits of holiness are already ripening for the

The vast 
agricultural, mineral and other resonrees of tie te Trritory within the bonnds of 
our Conference, are constantly prezenting to the winds of Ckristian people the 
Opportunities and ad vant: ages for the acquirement of we alth. We would say to 
you remember the asstrance of Scripture: they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into many foolish and hartful Insts, which drown 


men in destruction and perdition.”” 
2 
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But it is farther to be noted that against the balance of assets over liabilitie 
thus stated is to be set the fact that perpetnal scholarahips to an extent not 
known to the Committee, have been is8ued, together constitnting a claim on 
the institution almost equal to the above balance. 

It is plain to your Committee that the scholarship plan is useful only 
as & scheme of endowment, and that it is entirely impracticable, as seen from 
the history of the past three years, to carry forward the school unless the 
scholarships are fully and permanently surrendered, and this surrender to 
precede all other attempts at raising funds. 

Should these be surrendered there will then be a remaining indebtedness 
of $8,200. There is required about $1,800 to complete and finish the build- 
ing. A total of $10,000 is therefore necessary in order to put the institution 
in a condition for snccessful work. It cannot be expected that the current 1n- 
come will more than meet the necessary current expenses of the school. 

Can this $10,000 be raized ? We do not know. Woe are sure the Cor- 
ference cannot accept the proposition of the Board, which seems to place the 
Conference under obligations to raise a definite sum for the institution. 

In the present early history of the Conference, it cannot as8mNe AD) 
| financial obligation in behalf of any educational institution. But desiring, if 
possible, to 8ee the required amount raised, and the permanent establishment 
of the school secured, we recommend that the Rev. H. K. Hines be appointed 
as agent to collect fands for the University, his salary and specific mode of 
action to be fixed by the Trustees, and in case he be thus appointed we wil 
give him our hearty co-operation. 

We would respectfully recommend the appointment of the perso0ns named 
in the report of the Trustees to fill the vacancy in the Board of Trustees to 
wit: F., A. Wallace, Daniel Chaplain, M. Baker, S. O. Swackhamer, G. W. 
Grannis, J. W. Cullen, N. Nesley, J. W. Brock.

CONFERENCE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The anniversary of the Conference Missionary tociety was held in the 
Methodist church, Dayton, W. T., September 13th, 1878. Rev. H. K. Hines, 
president, in the chair. 


_ Rev. Jeremiah McKean preached the annual sermon. 
The Treagurer read the following report: 
As88es8ed by the Parent Board 
Collected as follows: 
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
